Motion-picture titles are one of the 
most difficult means for the convey- 
ing of humor, according to the ex- 
periences of Walter Anthony, editor- 
in-chief of Universal's gitling depart- 
ment.

“If the humor in the title is too 
deep or subtle, the caption often 
seems prosaic or stilted to those who 
have given it only # casual glance 
while the greatest part of their in- 
terest has been focused on the pre- 
vious scene,” Anthony says.

But out of this came the second state 
of California hospitality—the rise of the 
great ranchos. Mission lands were divert- 
ed to secular uses—bestowed upon cabal- 
leros, Who on wide-flung ranged 
vast herds, and built great adobe haci- 


endas, housing ‘hordes of hands. Land —

of the padres’ days. The poor laborer 
found quarters awaiting’ him, and work 
if he would; he had food and lodging for 
the asking. It was all, in the large, mag- 


nificent, generous, unbounded. 


Some few hotels existed in the larger 
settlements like Los Angeles, but they 
were not remarkable for either comfort 
or elegance, and only those visited them 
when necessity compelled; the populace 
generally, especially the natives, who con- 
stituted by far its larger element, found 
delightful refuge in the homes of its own. 

A colorful time it was; perhaps the 


most gorgeous, certainly the most roman- 
tic, in all California history. The great 


houses were centers for the culture and 
beauty of the day. Dona and senorita 
rivalled in loveliness, and in matronship, 
and were worshiped by their menfolk, gay 
in raiment of silk, velvet and gold, their 
horses’ elegance set off with silver-mount- 
ed equipage, their sombreros often worth 


‘ a small fortune. They gamed and fought 


and danced, and barbecued and held high 
revel, and life was easy and brilliant and 
entrancing. Money meant nothing, and 
the ease of 
everything. 
Till the gringo came and gradually dom- 
inated the situation, the great ranches 


were the idealistic habitat of the flower — 


of California chivalry. Wide days, and 
free, those were—and their like will never 
be again, is the pity. Some few such 
places still survive unto this day—the 
Camarillo home of the Del Valles, the 
Dominguez estate, to name a few. The 
stranger never found their gates locked— 
nor, I trow, would he today. 

The gold rush turned the tiny pueblo 
of San Francisco into a roaring, riotous 
metropolis—a Yankee city—almost in a 
day. So it passes from our consideration. 
Shacks, taverns, hostels of various. de- 
grees, bonanza palaces under the guise of 


succeeded one another rapidly, and 


the new San Francisco lost all the charac- 
ter of “foretime California, and took on 
the atmosphere of the east. But the 
Southland slumbered on for decades, con- 
tent in its dolce far niente. 


Railroads 


The railroads brought the third era— 
the railroads and the land boom of the

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Francisco over and gave it a substantial- 
ity, a prestige it held during years to 
come. For long it had the only overland 
connection with the East, and stagecoach 
and ship linked the rest of the State to 
this entrepot. This supremacy was brok- 
en only when the first steel highway 
slipped over the Tehachepi and Los An- 
geles and Southern California awoke to 
a delirium of realty speculation and mush- 
room growth. 


Of that land boom, why speak? Its 
echoes stil] reverberate adown the corri- 
dors of time, and you can find complica- 
tions of it in many legal documents, even 
today. What is pertinent here is that 


villages and crossroads became the nu-. 


clei of metropolitan cities (in. their own 
minds,) and every beach and headland a 
“resort.” Of the former we are not con- 
cerned, but the latter, with their aspira- 
tions in some cases crystallized into re- 
ality, set the third period in California 
hospitality—that of vast, caravansaries 
catering to the rapidly developing tourist 
trade, which brought into the Southland 


that first great influx of easterners who — 


came, saw and stayed. 


Like the missions, in one sense, these 
immense inns were strung up and down 
the lower half of the State a day’s jour- 
ney apart, or less. But now the trips were 
made by rafl, and thus greater distances 
were permissible. Along about the middle 
90s, when I first visited the Coast, such 
hotels existed in San Jose (the Vendome,) 
Santa Cruz, Del Monte, Paso Robles (a 
curative springs resort still used as such,) 
Santa Barbara (the Potter and the Arling- 
ton,) Santa Monica (the Arcadia,) Re- 
dondo Beach, and Coronado, with several 
in Pasadena, but they were in a some- 
what different class. Most were then, 
generally speaking, past their zenith, but 
still showing many of the glories that re- 
cently had been acclaimed everywhere. 


Creations 


Great piles of wood, built along the 
lines of the late mid-Victorian architec- 
tural motif (Queen Anne in front; Mary 
Anne elsewhere,) they were flung across 
the landscape in huge sprawls, regardless 
of limit in area. With wide verandas or- 
namented with approved jigsaw embel- 
lishments and pillars, high steps and elab- 
orate railings; with rooms of generous 
size, and dining halls, “parlors” and the 
like of noble expanse, they were as waste- 
ful of space and as prodigal of vacuity as 
can well be imagined, compared to the 
tightly built hotels of today. It took 
shiploads of golden oak, brocaded furni- 
ture to make homey their echoing voids, 
and acres of carpets to clothe their soft 
pine floors. Cavernous kitchens catered 
meals that ran the gamut of the day’s 
delectable delicacies, and their American- 
plan operation invited the hungry guests 
to become tremendous trenchermen. 


Their rates were low compared to those 
of today; their service was good for the 
period, and they were the acme of luxury

- @ut all the eccentricities visible in Coro- 


nado’s facades and survived his own de- 
lerium tremens is more than I can guess. 
Yet they tell me that the hotel.was fully 
designed before it was begu at the 
entire structure was erected at one time 
-~that even now one views a completed 
whole. and not a “thing of shreds and 
patches”—not a series of additions to an 
original prime, as would one at first sur- 
mise from a quick, horrified glance. No; 
it stands today as it was builded some 
forty years.ago, with only the addition of 
a porte cochere to indicate its main en- 
trance—always a puzzle to find thereto 
fore—and the elimination of the forest of 
chimneys that bristled everywhere above 
its diversified roof line. For originally 
the hotel had no central heating system, 
and depended wholly upon fireplaces for 
warmth! That deficiency has long been 
supplied—by the erection of a steam plant 
right plump in the foreground of its front 
outlook, thus cutting off the view of the 
lovely bay almost altogether! Why this 
site, with square miles available else- 
where, no one knows; it’s just another of 
those many oddities about Coronado that 
make one wonder. 


The Legend 


The legend has it that Hotel Del Coro 
nado—to give it its full name—wag also 
erected as the outcome of a real estate 
boom. “They say” that some shrewd chap 
acquired Coronado Island—which isn't an 
island, but a peninsula—subdivided the 
wide northern part into town lots for a 
dreamed-of metropolis that was to grow 
there overnight, sold them, and under 


- some sort of contract, put the money into 


this huge inn. Whether or not that is so 
—and I don't say as to that—a man 
named Babcock is credited—or blamed— 
with the erection of it, and 1886 fs the 
year he began it. : 


The vast forest that was cut to make 
fits lumber was floated down from the 
Northwest in great rafts, and a sawmill 
on the site did the rest.. No one knows 
how many million board feet went into 
the structure, but one thing is sure—Zab- 
cock builded well. The timbers are sus 
sound today as when they stood in Oregon 
on their roots. The foundation, too, has 


‘remained firm as a rock; recent measure- 


ments taken after installation, of a 
weighty heating and sprinkler system 
showed a deviation of less than a quarter 
of an inch. Three years were required to 
erect the building, and it was opened in 
1889——an event still recalled with pride 
by all survivors, as supreme in its ele- 
gance and eciat. | 

Visitors to Hotel Del Coronado then, as 
now, viewed an inn unlike any other. Its 
exterior may horrify, but its interior 
charms, leading one to believe that its 
plans may have been developed with 
some such idea in view. Nowhere else 
known can you find a ballroom to equal 
the circular one here, with its lounge al) 
around, looking out over thé sea, 11,000 
square feet in area, under a conical roof 
with an observatory 150 feet above, all 
finished in polished, matched wood. Im- 
agine a dining-room to seat 1000 in com- 
fort and ease, 100x656 feet, a barrel ceiling 


35 feet high with never a post—again all 


in polished wood laid off in perfect geo- 
metrical patterns. And from it a similar 
but smaller breakfast-room—they had 
such then-—of 4800 square feet. And an 
office of square feet, two stories high, 
again an example of superb woodwork and 
carpentry, in unequaled good taste. 

Four decades have not dimmed the sim- 
ple, spacious loveliness of these marvel- 


ous apartments—nor induced anyone, de- 


spite many urgent propositions, to sub- 
stitute “decorations” for the chaste glory 
of their walis and ceilings—for which, 
may the gods be thanked! 

Some 750 bedrooms—an unheard of num- 
ber in that day—awaited Coronado's first 
guests—and ten—count ‘em, ten—bath- 
rooms! Conceive the rush of the line-up 


on Saturday night! That, of course, has 
been remedied; the ancient ehimpeys and 
the yvasty halla have given ‘way to tiled 
baths and closets, until now searce two 
dozen apartments are minus such accom- 
modations, and they only temporarily, till 
workmen cay complete the installations. 
Ten baths for 750 rooms give quite a side- 
light om the ablutionary habits of the 
past, eh, what? It must have been some 
job. to tote water for the hand basins and 
ewers in all these rooms in those early 
days. Now set only is the whole inn 
aupplied, but a system of 8000 sprinkler 
heads—one of the largest known—insures 
against fire as well, taking the place of 
the old hand-hose brigade, made up of 
employees, 

Of the almost miles of corridors, ve- 
randas, passages, bypasses and halls in 
this expansive hostelry, I doubt if any- 
one has statistics. The parlorg—such they 
are still called—are a city block long, and 
wide in proportion. The verandas are 
likewise generous; the ocean side terrace 
is even longer. It must take carloads of 
white paint every season to preserve the 
ever spic and span condition of the fa- 
cades and inner courts, and of red for 
the high pitched roofs, From 250 to 475 
employees are on hand to wait upon the 
guests, according to season, when from 
1000 up are on the daily house count, 
the high pithced roofs. From 250 to 475 
Some caravansary! Some pile o’' wood! 

It seems to me that Coronado hag sur- 
vived—has gone splendidly from the third 
era into the fourth—-for several reasons. 
One is its igolation; it is a place to come 
to and stay in, not merely to stop off for 
a day or two.

grapefruit with the result that the whole 
supply of sap for oranges in a few years 
is diverted. to the other products and it is 
necessary to do some more grafting, 


Sweetness 

. Forestiere also demonstrates grapefruit 
which have been on the trees for as long 
as two years and which when plucked may 
be eaten without sugar, so high is the sug- 
ar content in the fruit. Lemons also at 
this age are sweet enough to prove a de- 
lectable fruit while oranges at this age 
fairly melt in the mouth. | 

Forestiere declares the underground soil 
is far superior to the surface and that he 


‘can raise anything in his grotto. Indeed 


the profusion of trees, plants of various 
kinds, and vines bear excellent witness to 
his statements. 

Questioned on the possibility of ever 
gaining sufficient recompense for his many 
years toll, Forestiere smiles and declares 
he is willing to take the chance. One 
gains, however, the idea that in the accom- 
plishment of his alms he gains.a satisfec- 
tion far greater than any that might be 
afforded by a cash return.

pass daily through that portion, 


known as Chinatown, in our thor- 


,oughly American city <f Los Angeles or . 


City of the Angels, there are compara- 
tively few who realize that here lie two 
altogether different sections, where few 
of the pure Caucasian racé live or trade. 

On the east side of the romantic old 
Plaza, which acts as a dividing line be- 
tween the two foreign elements, lies 
Chinatown. With the oriental settlement 
and its air of fear and mystery everyone 
is familiar. : 

But on the west side, where the cars 
run noisily sy and the heavy traffic never 
ceases, one must look closer than the 


glaring Spanish signs, advertising cheap 


picture shows, and the conspicuous pres- 
ence of the dark-skinned, soft-eyed people, 
to discover Little Mexico. 

If you aproach it from the north end 
you wil] notice, first, the low, one-storied 
buildings, many of which were -erected in 
the early days of settlement. 

A peep through an open doorway of one 
of these houses, that sit flush with the 
street, showed a dark but clean room with 
a dirt floor and very little furniture. In 
the patio, or open court, which could be 
seen back of this room, were two barefoot 
children playing with some chickens and 
a dog. : 

And, strange as it may seem, out of 
some of these old adobe dwellings, come 
the best dressed, more well-to-do of the 
Mexicans. 3 

But if you come in from the south your 
first impression is that everyone in that 
section of town is having his shoes pol- 
ished, Lined up against the walls of the 
Postoffice Building, standing on the curbs 
and scattered everywhere, are people hav- 
ing their shoes shined. The habit of 
keeping their shoes well brushed is no- 
ticed by the many small boys carrying 


queer little triangular-shaped boxes, which 


hold the necessary articles for brighten- 
ing shabby shoes, 

When one desires a shoe shine all he 
need do is call a small boy with a funny 
little box and right then and there, in the 
very center of the walk if he chooses, 


he places one foot upon the handy chest 


and the boy, kneeling on the ground, vig- 
orously applies the black or tan paste 
and much rubbing and in an incredibly 
short time the shoes are shining. The 
dirty brown fate upturned to him beams 
a “Gracias” for the dime and the customer 
proceeds on his way. 
If you have time to saunter down 
street you will see many strings of bright 
red peppers hanging in the doorways of 
the open shops and on the walks below 
them are huge round baskets filled with 
“tomotitoes,” chili, red and green, and 
many other things we seldom see in our 
markets. Strange semitropical 


fruits have their place on the stands with 
those more familiar to us. A passing 
glimpse shows that inside the shops are 
dark and dusty and exhale the pungent 
odors of old cheese, chili and much garlic. 
While the meat markets are better lighted 
than their sister markets, the wares caa- 
spicuously displayed are not so appetiz- 
ingly attractive. Yards and yards of sas- 
sage, some round, some long, some square, 
some flat. all a Raming red, are looped 
above the dingy counters, which bear large 
trays of skinned dog heads, prepared in 
a brown. pasty gravy, and other peculiar 
delicacies which are better not mentioned. 
* Gathered in the doorway of a store 
whose dirty windows display numerous 
and various kinds of odd musical instru- 
ments, a dozen men slouch around a phono- 
graph, hands in pockets, listening to the 
whining straing of a syncopated Spanish 
waltz. 

A shrill hissing whistle marks the pres- 
ence of a popcorn vender on the curb, 


‘and glancing down the street you can see 


a number of the queer little two-wheeled 
wagons with their small glass chalet-like 
rooms half filled with the puffed kernels 
of corn being kept warm by a flickering 


‘gasoline torch. And next to the popcorn 


peddier stands a seller of sweets. Can- 
died cactus and cocoanut, large squares of 
vivid pink sweetmeats, brown balls and 
yellow taffy, tempt the many children that 
pass. 

Slowly meandering through the crowds 
is a walking dry goods canvasser. All 
sorts of notions and small articles are 
thrown togethér in a tray that is suspend. 
ed by a strap and hung from the neck of 
aman. Handkerchiefs, caught at one 
end to the edge of the tray, flap teasingly, 
tempting the pedestrians to buy. Pinned 
to his coat and hanging from his arms 
are ties of various hues and many other 
articles that are necessary to satisfy the 
vanities of man.

Tumbled together fn haphazard fashion 
and half-hidden by the dust of many years 
are dozens of pottery jars, bowls and nick- 
nacks that the dealer in earthenware has 
evidently forgotten, and on a tray in the 
window of a jewelry store are some of the 
smallest statues in the world. Not more.

Need of Flyers 


WARD the end of April, when prepar- 
ations were started for trans-Atlantic 
flights by airplane, the number of ocean 
weather reports received by the Weather 


' Bureau of the United States Department 


of Agriculture from ships plying the North 
Atlantic steamer lanes took a jump. It 
incredsed from four or five a day to twen- 
ty-five or thirty when interest in the flight 
projecta was at its height. As a result, 
it was possible to keep the flyers well ad- 
vised as to the winds, storms and fogs 
they would be likely to engounter. 


This weather service, without which the 
hazards of the flights would have been 
enormously increased, was made possible 
largely by the voluntary co-operation of 
shipmasters and of the radio companies, 
which collected ocean weather informa- 
tion twice dally and delivered it to the 
Weather Bureau for charting and analysi«. 
In future trans-Atlantic flying such volun- 
tary co-operation will hardly be as readily 
forthcoming since the novelty of the enter- 
prise will be gone and public interest in 
it less keen. me

they are clapping their hands in the 
culiar fashion of one palm up, then the 
other palm up, but upon closer inspection 
you gee that they are patting out a smali 
bit of dough into a round fat cake. When 
it is patted to the proper size the cake 
is then slapped upon a large pottery slab, 
under which burng a hot coke fire. It is 
a matter of a few moments, but many 
movements, on the part of the tortilla 
maker that the corn, which is ground to 
flour in the old Indian style of stone mor- 
tars, is mixed with water, Kneaded into 
a thick dough, patted out into cakes and 
browued over the coke fires. The cakes 
are then stacked in a large box and are 
ready to supply the big demand by the 
residents in Little Mexico. 

This makes you remember that the or- 
gans inside your anatomy have functioned 
to their full capacity and are ready to 
tackle anything more which you wish them 
to do. 

In a stall restaurant, somewhat Ameri- 
canized as to appearance, you are served 
a Spanish meal—enchilladas or tamales, 
with chili sauce, a broiled chicken, which 
is broken in two by the waiter’s fingers 
and handed to you with the same sort of 
service. A plate of peculiar 
cheeses sits on the table and beside it a 
half-dozen of the warm elastic tortillas.

Everything is 
highly seasoned with cheese, chili and 
garlic, mostly the latter, and a glass of 
amber sour wine tops it all. : 


When you are able to tear yourself away 
from this repast, you will visit the Plaza. 
On the benches scattered about under the 
wide, spreading rubber trees loll the loaf- 
ers, who, like the poor, we have always 
with us. Backed up to the curb and stand- 
ing as close as possible are trucks, green, 
black, red, and some of a nondescript 
color, and except for the space left at the 
drinking fountain, they circle the entire 
oasis. 


Directly across from this touch of na- 
ture is another garden, a miniature fertile 
spot in a cement desert. Hidden from 
the street by a wall of concrete buildings 
and in the center of a large cemented pa- 
tio, stands a moss-covered fountain, shaded 
by a towering palm, and a wide spreading 
grape vine, both planted probably by some 
padre’s hand in the early days of our city’s 
history. Shielding this bit of green on the 
south is the weatherbeaten but restored 
old mission, Our Lady. the Queen of the 
Angels, founded in 1781, whose heavy 
carved doors are never locked. On the 
worn stone step sits a tattered old woman 
with her black rebosa drawn tighty about 
her head, begging the few pennies that 
find their way into her wrinkled, upturned 
hand. 

Inside the candles burn with a steady 
glow, lighting the rare old figures, the gold 
ornaments, and fine laces on the altar, 
that were brought from Mexico and may- 
hap from far-off Spain.

One obstacle is the cost of taking ob- 
servations and making them available by 
radio and telegraph to the weather fore- 
casters. This cost has to be met by some 
one, even if it is voluntarily assumed and 
widely distributed as it was during the 
period in which weather service was main- 
tained for the trans-Atlantic flyers. The 
Weather Bureau’s funds do not suffice for 
paymeut of observer services and radio 
tolls from all ships. 


That a more complete and extensive 
organization of ship service is necessary 
is shown by the fact that on some days 
while the flyers were waiting for favorable 
conditions the Weather Bureau did not get 
a single ship report from areas a thousand 
miles wide in the Atlantic. Even on May 
18, two days before Limdbergh made his 
successful flight, no report was received 
from any ship between longitude 40 west 
and the Irish Coast. It was not until he 
had started that weather reports from 
ships became nearly adequate. When 
Chamberlin made his flight the amount of 
information coming in was more abundant 
than in any previous period and continued 
so even after his successful landing in 
Germany. 

Although the cost of getting ocean 
weather reports is a difficulty, perhaps a 
greater one is the fact that often there 
are no ships in areas where dangerous 
conditions exist. Moreover, when ships 
are warned of storm areas they avoid 
them. The hurricane that struck Florida 
last year, for example, was forecast by 
the Weather Bureau, and ships in the 
hurricane area were advised of its ap- 
proach. They got out of the way so 
promptly that for twenty-four hours be- 


fore the storm struck the coast not a 


single weather report was received from 
a ship in the hurricane area, for the good 
reason that none wag there. Another dif- 
ficulty is heavy competition for the u«e 
of Atlantic radio facilities. Ships on the 


regular traffic lanes in the Pacific much 


more commonly and regularly send weath- 
er reports than those on the New York to 
Europe routes in the Atlantic. 


Apparently, moreover, the value of 
weather forecasts to Atjantic shipmasters 
is not a sufficient inducement to them to 
make regular weather reports, since most 
ocean liners are well able to cope with 
ordinary storm conditions. Nevertheless, 
information of big blows would be of value 
to ocean liners. 2 


Eventually, when funds and facilities 
permit, the Weather Bureau hopes to get 
reports twice daily from all the ships in 
the Atlantic lanes. Such reports, supple- 
mented by reports from land stations in 
this country, in Canada, in Greenland and 
Iceland, and also in Europe, would make

A few illustrations will suffice. 

For instance, the average public school ex- 
©re aminations are made “en masse.” Forty, 
fifty or sixty pupils are lined up. A doctor 
or a nurse looks at their tongue, sometimes 
feels their pulse or listens to the heart.- 
Then, “Next.” 

Fifty or sixty children may go “through 
the mill” in an hour or maybe two. For that 
matter, I don’t blame the doctors and nurses 
for not giving a better physical examination. 
Our school budgets are usually so pauper- 
ized and impoverished, our political bosses 
and whole tax-paying system are such that 
the human issues pay the price against the 
mechanical ones. 

The average school examination nets the 
doctor or nurse in charge but a few pennies 
each and that is exactly the value of the 
services the doctor or nurse can afford to 
give. 

That is one extreme. 

The other is the high-priced, thoroughly 
organized, keenly specialized examination of 
the much-famed clinics such as the Mayo 
Brothers’ Clinic at Rochester, Minn., where, 
I understand, it takes three days for a pa- 
tient to be thoroughly examined. 


I was told recently by a patient who had 
gone through, that it took thirty-two doc- 
tors to complete the examination. The cost 
was $40.

The individual equation usually doesn’t 
count with the busy practitioner. He arrives 
at a enap diagnosis based upon an 
spap examination. 

Yes, if you were to visit ten doctors and 
secure ten examinations, outside of three or 
four routine methods, each of these examina- 
tions would be entirely different. Further- 
more, the chances are that they would ar- 
rive at different diagnoses provided the pa- 
tient did not tell one doctor what the other 
doctor said. 


Patients already know that dacieite have a 
tendency to agree with one another if they 
know what the other fellow thinks. 


It seems that the topic of worms, especial- 
ly since my last radio talk on the subject, is 
quite popular, judging from the number of 
communications I have received. 

There seem to be a number of points 
which still need clearing-up. 

Different schools of healing, as well as 
different doctors, will present various plans 
for “de-worming.” Their success lies not so 
much in their merit as in the individual 
equation. 

A method which would be quite effective 
with one would be practically ineffective 
with another. 

This letter brings up the problem of effi- 
cacy of treatment. 

Sometime ago I recommended quassia 


to wood as a vermifuge, also the effusion of 


garlic, milk, etc. The remedy was apparent- 


ly effective, but, as she says, “much to her 


annoyance, they returned.” 
Sometimes it is necessary to repeat the 


at treatment a number of times. The reason 


for it is found in the life habits of the worm. 

Sometimes one may eliminate all the 
worms present in the intestine, yet leave a 
residue of larvae, or eggs. Sometimes al- 
most all the worms are discharged, yet the 
few that remain are sufficient to propagate 
their kind until a new crop of worms Is 
again present. 

In the case of tapeworm, one does not get 
rid of the parasite until the head is removed. 

In pinworms, all the larvae must be ef- 
fectively removed as well as the worms. 

I have known cases to persist for years In 
spite of all the powerful vermifuges con- 
cocted by medical science. 

There is nothing to be done under the 
circumstanes exept to follow the instruc- 
tions, plus, of course, changing the diet in 
such a fashion that a favorable environment 
for worm development ceases to exist.

Stadents 
cannot obtain the necessary clinical practice 
at private bedsides scattered through the 
city. The ordinary hospitals are closed to 
osteopathic study by the medical Trade 
Union. The few official doctors who practice 
osteopathy have to do so surreptitiously. 
Therefore until the, medical profession is 
forced to do its duty by adding the oste- 
opathic technique to the qualification for 
registration, this independent school of oste- 
opathy is indispensable. 


Meanwhile the vogue of osteopathy 
grows: and no wonder. Go to an osteopath 
and then to an ordinary doctor, and—well, 
I don’t say that one can cure you and the 
other cannot; but I do say that the moment 
the osteopath’s fingers are on you, you know 
that vou are in technically skilled hands. 
You do not get that sensation from the ordi- 
nary doctor, and you cannot mistake it. You 
may not be able to play the piano, buf you 
can distinguish a professional from an ama- 
teur. And when it comes to osteopathy and 
manipulative treatment in general, ninety- 
nine out of a hundred registered practition- 
ers are unmistakably rank amateurs. 


I am here to protest against the omission 
of the new techniques from the official cur- 
riculum, and to do what I can to encourage 
this particular school which will give poor 
people some chance of getting skilled man- 
ipulative treatment. I hope it will develop, 
and in the end sweep all the Trade Union 
clinics out of the way. 


Already Harley Street (a street in. Lon- 
don on which, for generations, only “regu- 
lar” physicians have been permitted to have 
offices) is getting anxieus. The moment | 
see five or six letters after a man’s name | 
think.

Clinic Im London. The following transcript 
of his talk has been revieed by Mr. Shaw 
and was furnished to The Western Oste 
opath by Dr. BE. T. Pheils, President of the 
British Osteopathic Association.—(C.B.R.) 

I am speaking here today, not as an oste- 
opathic fan. I am speaking as an ordinary 
member of the public, a person who is liable 
through atcident or disease to require medi- 
cal or surgical assistance for myself or my 
family at any time, I am consequently very 
much interested in getting that assistance 
from people who know their business. 


At the present time, the one thing that is 
certain about the registered doctor is that he 
does not know half bis business, and that 
his knowledge of the other half is out of 
date. He has not acquired osteopathic tech- 
nique, and has been taught to make a virtue 


of his incompetence in that respect by dis- 


paraging osteopathy. Yet every qualified 
surgeon should have the osteopath’s tech- 
nique at his fingers’ ends as a matter of 
course. It ought not ever to have a separate 
name, any more than the setting of broken 
bones or any other necessary part of his rou- 
tine. It is a perfectly well-established tech- 
nique. There is no mystery about it. It 
ought to be part of the equipment of every 
doctor in the country. 

You are going to form a British Oste 
opathic Association. Well, there should be 
no such necessity. Your General Medical 
Council has no right to register any man as 
qualified, unless he has mastered the oste- 
opathic technique; no practitioner should be 
hallmarked as competent unless he knows it. 
Some of them pretend to know it, and to 
know it in a proper scientific way, not like 


those American amateurs. They call them- ‘ 


selves orthopedic surgeons. One of them was 
courteous enough to explain his position to 
me. He said, in effect: 


“Suppose you have a diseased knee joint, 
what is the scientific way of dealing with 
it? Not feeling about with your fingers to 
find out what is wrong, like Barker and the 
osteopaths; the proper thing to do is to cut 
into the knee and see what is wrong with 

Now from the point of view of the gentle- 
man who cuts into the knee, there is no 
doubt a great deal to be said for this; but I, 
were I the possessor of that unfoftunate 
knee, should regard cutting into it as the 
very last resort of helpless ignorance. 
should certainly first consult a man who had 
learned to use his fingers a little, and whose 
motto was not “seeing is believing,” but 
“feeling is believing.” I am unscientific 
enough not to want my knee cut into if I can 
help it; and therefore I begin by consulting 
an osteopath. Supposing I try half a dozen 
osteopaths, and they cannot tell me what is 
wrong with my knee by feeling it, my knee 
is no worse; but if I go to a gentleman who 
breaks. my knee open to see what is inside it, 
I shall be lame for months, and possibly for 
life. Besides, it hurts too much. 

It is pleaded that as these registered 
gentlemen have to go through a course of six 
years’ training, they cannot afford to add 
another two years’ technical training to get 
their fingers into proper order. Well, I am 
rather skeptical about the six years’ curricu- 
lum. I am very familiar with Trade Union 
history. 
Unions strive to reduce competition by keep- 
ing as many people as possible out of their 
trade. To qualitfy for membership of the 
skilled trades, a mechanic must go through 
five or seven years’ apprenticeship; and we 
are assured that if we had our houses built 
by people who had not been through every 
minute of that training, the houses would 
fall down, and we should perish in their 
ruins. But when we had a war and the 
skilled artisans had to be sent away to the 
trenches, we made the discovery that all this 
wonderful skill that took seven years to 
learn was skill in obsolete processes, and 
that what remained useful could be picked 
up in a fortnight by any able-bodied young 
woman. I will not go so far as to say that 
what these registered gentlemen take six 
years to learn can be picked up by an able- 
bodied young woman in a fortnight. It is 
true that I have sometimes acquired in five 
minutes’ conversation all that some of my 
medical friends could tell me as to what was 
the matter in particular cases, but that may 


be because I am a man of exceptional. 


ability; so I will not press the point. But I 
will say that the time bas certainly come 
when the six years’ curriculum should be 
very carefully overhauled to find out 
whether there is not by this time at least 
two years of it that is obsolete, and should

When the 
real pioneers of the profession want to have 
anything critical said about it, they cannot 
do it themselves, because of professional ett 
quette; so they come to some outsider like 
myself, and coach me very carefully to say 
it; and I do say it because.I cannot be 
struck off the register for infamous profes- 
sional conduct and ruined. I am perfectly 
certain that I am speaking for many regis- 
tered and highly qualified practitioners in 
speaking here today. I assure you, ladies 


and gentlemen, this is not a joke, and you 


would not think so if you knew how very 
dificult it is for any registered doctor to 
speak out. 

I have had doctors among my friends all 
my life. I am the nephew of a registered 
doctor, and I know what his qualifications 
were. I like doctors; but I have no Ulu 
sions about them because I have known too 
many of them to imagine that they share 
their patients’ illusions about their scientific 
omniscience and manual dexterity, When 
Lord Dawson of Penn feels obliged to keep 
up the Trade Union pretense of not only 
knowing all there is to be known about dis- 
ease, but knowing ft with a mysterious pro- 
fundity that is out of the depth of unregis- dine 
tered persons, his impressive style cannot 
take me in; I know more about style than he 
knows about disease; for, when it comes to 
the nature and origin of disease, Lord Daw- 
son of Penn knows no more than I know— 
and that is precisely nothing. But the pa- 


tients must not be told that: it would drive | 


too many of them to despair. 

The truth is, we are only at the crude 
beginnings of a genuinely scientific medical 
practice; and as for most of the supersti- 
tions they qualify a doctor for, the sooner 
they are scrapped the better. The curricu-

Bvery man but 
Woodland had agreed to aid in getting wood 
and whales, so naturally I took no notice of

We did give him however, the privilege of 
the forecastle and full rations, but he was 
not allowed to leave the ship or have his 
irons taken off.. 

June 26, the ship’ was all ready to start 
in work as soon as released from the ice. 
Flour had got sd short with us that our 
first move was to try to get to Baillie Island, 
where we could get some from the Nar 
whal, which had a plentiful supply. 

_ The afternoon of the 25th, I received from 
the crew, signed by each person, a written 
statement that they refused to gather an- 


- other stick of wood er go in boats whal- 


ing, thus completely going back on their 


signatures when released from irons, at. 


which time they had signed to do both. 
As it would be some days yet before we 


- could go out after wood and perhaps there 


would be no whales seen, I concluded to 
take no notice whatever of the communica- 
tion, but I was no less determined that ev- 
ery man that was physically able, outside of 
Woodland, would gather wood when the 
time arrived and also go after whales in 
boats should any be seen. 

Believing that leniency I had shown 
Woodland was one of the catses of this re 
fusal, added to his evil influence again be- 
ing shown in the disposition of the others, 
I removed Woodland from the forecastle to 
the forehold until July 8, when he was put 
in a room built for him in the engine room. 

I allowed him no communication with any 
sailor whatever, and allowed him to come 
on deck only for three hours each day, with 
a diet of bread and water, and every sixth 
day full rations. 

It was a great mistake in allowing him to 
go back among the men even with hand- 
cuffs on, but I was determined that this mis- 
take would not happen again. 

July 6, upon complaint of the crew to 
inspector Howard of the Royal North West 
Mounted Police and to Sergeant Fitzgerald 
that insufficient food was being given them, 
both officers came aboard at dinner time 
and went immediately to the forecastle to 


aboard without any one knowing that he 
was coming, so as to see if there was any 
just cause for complaint. 

Finding none, he said: “I want to hear 
no more complaints from you, and 1 shall 
insist that Captain Cook keep you all from 
coming ashore any more, as you are annoy- 
ing us with your stories and complaints 
which I find by actual observation to be 
false and without any foundation.” 

Thereupon he came aft to me and asked 
me to keep the men from coming ashore 
any more, which I immediately ordered en- 
forced, and it was obeyed by every member 
of the crew. 3 

Major Howard and Sergeant Fitzgerald 
had had a lifetime of experience with crooks 
and renegades, but they said to me, “You 
have got a full quota of the worst subjects 
Il ever met,” to which I replied, “I am fully 
aware of it, but they will be forced to obedl- 
ence the remainder of their time here.” 

Mrs. Cook, while getting no worse, showed 
no sign of improvement. I now felt that 
the only remedy was home. Gazing upon 
the topmost hills as they faded from sight 
I just for a brief moment thought over the 
trials, disappointments, and the sad happen- 
ings that had come into my life since I 
first sighted those hills three years ago on 
this voyage. , 

Is it to be wondered that I wished never 
again to view that part of the world that 
had been such a test for me? 

So, on September 1, at 9 a. m., we hauled 
away from the tender, and, as it was too 
late in the season to go back to Herschel 
Island and get out again, we paid our na- 
tives for their work, giving them guns, am- 
munition, cloth, flour, tobacco, kerosene oj! 
—in fact, replenishing all their articles of 
household need and at the same time pay- 
ing them liberally for providing for us 
through the winter. 

The doctor of the Thetis came over and 
prescribed for Mrs Cook. He gave me 
great encouragement, but thought that the 
complete change she would have when ar- 
rived at home would do more than anything 
to restore her again to health and spirits. 

I could secure passage down for her on 
the Thetis, and next day she was removed 
from our vessel aboard the Thetis which 
was to start soon for Nome.

Needless to say no flag was set for assist- 
ance. 

He offered me any assistance in his pow- 
er that I might need, but thanking him, I 
said we could settle the matter without

Knowing Captain Tilton as I did, I had 
no hesitation in saying that he could take 
my place in the Bowhead and be the very 
man who could secure obedience from the 
crew. So, sending for him at once, I made 
known my wants and, in a very short time, 
Captain Tilton was shipped to take command 
of the Bowhead for the remainder of the 
season. 


I had the happy assurance that my ves- 
sel was left in good hands and I was per- 
mitted to accompany Mrs. Cook home. 
Captain Tilton accompanied me to the 
Bowhead, where I informed all hands that 
he was now and would be thereafter their 
captain to whom they must render obedi- 
ence and do their utmost to catch whales. 

September 14, the Thetis weighed an- 
chor for Nome: As we dipped our flags to 
say good-by to the whalers left behind, I 
could not help reviewing the trying _cir- 
cumstances that had befallen us on this 
our last voyage in the Arctic.

I offered to pay all monthly wages be- 
sides a share in any whales that might be 
taken.

Knowing full well they had no legal 
claim, I tried to reason with them, but, find-

WAY downtown, below old Washington 
Square and not far from Greenwich Vil- 
lage, that multicolored side show conducted 
for the benefit of visitors from Philadelphia 
and points south and west, and which no 
true New Yorker attends except at the point 
of a pistol, stands an old hospital. 


The elevated roars by its second and third 


story windows. Beneath it, the. subway 


trains rumble and grind their couplings. A 


crosstown surface car rushes by its smoke- 
begrimed porte cochere, with clanging bell 
and whining brakes. Hordes of taxis hurry- 
ing from the Hudson docks to the palatial 
uptown hotels with important fare hoot 
and screech defiant challenges to the Kiaxon 
howls of coal trucks and furniture vans.

The delightful coolness and shade that a 
walnut orchard gives make one sometimes | 
think the growers must have planted for 
exactly that purpose; there is a marvelous 
charm in the green canopy overhead, upheld 
by the arched branches, perfectly formed. 
indeed, no ranch home could have a setting 
more restful than that of a grove of walnut 
trees. In the winter, the bare branches per- 
mit plenty of sunshine; they permit, also, 
if one chooses, the growing of many plants 
underneath the drees. T. J. Hannah. the 
bulb grower of Anaheim, grows irises by the 
thousands under his walnut trees, nor are 
the trees any the worse for them. 

One of the most beautiful places at Santa 
Ana, the A. J. Crookshanks place, derives 
some of its charm from the setting of the 
walnut orchard, but still more, perhaps, 
from the three great sycamores which stand 
in front of the house; in fact, the house has 
been planned io be in key with the syca- 
mores. The drive turns about a wide. irregu- 
lar oval grassed over with fine turf and with 
no planting whatever except the sycamores. 
The house is low and spreading, and has a 
delightful sense of space and coolness. Al- 
though there are abundant flowers, these are 
for the most part planted to border the 
driveway and the walks. All along the 
driveway, climbing roses are trained on 
wire, making the division between drive and 
walnut grove, so that they have the trees as 
a background. In front of the roses there 
is a deHghtful herbaceous border in which 
always there is something in bloom. The 
driveway from the house around to the 
garage is bordered with bulbs—irises, daffo- 
dils and behind these cannas in really lovely 
colors—-and they grow well, too, although 
quite under the shade of the trees. The 
plantation of dahlias is beside another path: 
they are not evident from the front of the 
house. There is a charming little rose gar- 
den, which has on one side a boundary of 
sweet peas on wire; on the other, toward 


Hortensis hydrangeas.

The white Watsonia, which was the orig- 
inal introduction, has been known for years, 
and the very beautiful hybrids originated by 
Mrs. J. H, Bullard of Los Angeles have been 
met everyYvhere by garden loving telk with 
eager appfeciation. For fifteen years Mrs. 
Bullard has experimented with the Wat- 
sonia. Beginning with the white variety, 
which was then known as Watsonia iridifolia 
alba, she crossed this with a wild variety, 
Watsonia angusta, which. in color was a 
dirty red, and from then on, experimented 
with the results. As it frequently happens 
in life, one parent of fine type and the other 
of more common stock is quite as likely to 
result in unusual offspring as when the two 
are of fine type; in the latter case there is 
frequently a strain of weakness. 


The original new hybrid Watsonias, put 


on the market in 1912 for Mrs. Bullard by: 


Theodore Payne, were Clementina, Mod- 
jeska, Ansonii, Rosinii, and Albertii. Of 
these, Clementina, a rose-colored sort, and 
a very abundant bloomer, is still “going 
strong,” as is Madame Modjeska, a magenta 
almost as deep as that of the Bougainvillea, 
and with broad petals which make it dis- 
tinct. In 1918, ten more varieties were put 
on the market, and now there are thirty-two 
named Watsonias which have delighted gar- 
deners.

Watsonias are exceedingly easy of eulti- 
vation; they are best planted in August and 
it is good practice to leave the bulbs in the 
ground. They multiply rapidly, throwing 
out numerous side-shoots, so that the gar- 
dener starting with but few finds presently 
that he has a goodly stock of this charming 
flower. 

Plant Freesias in August 

Another August-planted bulb, the freesia, 
has also been the subject of experiments 
which have altered its color from white only 
to a veritable rainbow of tints. Alois Frey, 
a well-known Swiss horticulturist, whose 
gardens now are at San Fernando, has done 
for the freesia what Mrs. Bullard has done 
for the Watsonia. The pure white “Purity” 
still dominates in commercial raising grow- 
ing, but owing to Mr. Frey's work, freesias 
may now be had in all shades--and they are 
especially lovely in the iris tintg or_pale 
yellow and lilac and violet; also, they may | 
be had in pink and rose’purple, deep blue, 
in orange and even scarlet. 

Freesias may be planted from August un- 
til November and may be depended on to 
blossom in February and March; they are 
charming in the spring border, and espe- 
cially liked for supplying cut flowers at a 
time when these are rare-—and the blooms 
last a long time when placed in water.

Picking, Packing ind Shipping of Imperial Valley Cantaloupes Biggest 
Actwity of [ts Character in World—Some Astonishing Figures—Inter- 
esting Melon History—Seasonal Record Threatened This Y ear 


: RAWLEY.—The 1927 cantaloupe sea- 
B son in Imperial Valley is well on its 
way with all its attendant packing, 
shipping, and distributing problems again 
to the fore. Barly in the season the pre 
diction was for 18,000 cars, though many 
growers have now cut that estimate. On- 
ly when the last car shall have rolled will 
we know what 1927 has had to contribute 
to cantaloupe history. However the act- 
ual tabulation may go, the deal in its en- 
tirety is certain to reach enormous pro 
portions and Imperial’s annual canta- 
loupe movement is already known as the 
world’s biggest single deal in perishable 
products in any given growing area. 


The industry in Imperial Valley is twen- 
ty-two years old. Actually, however, In- 
dio, in Coachella Valley, is the birthplace 
of the commercial cantaloupe idea in Cal- 
ifornia. Back in 1900 the Wells Fargo tIn- 
terests, feeling out for new development, 
sent their commerical agent, Duncan 
Campbell, out to Coachella Valley to see 
what possibilities that new district might 
have. By accident, the station agent at 
Indio had a few cantaloupe vines in bear- 
ing, and Mr. Campbell, having come direct 
from the Rocky Ford country, was naturally 
interested to compare this desert fruit with 
the melons then best known in the United 
States. His first taste of Indio melons 
may be said to have marked the bein- 
ning of our cantaloupe industry, for the 
express company man promptly recog- 
nized the quality of the desert product. 

On his recommendation, Wells Fargo got 
behind a movement to give cantaloupes a 
real trial in .Coachella Valley. Seed was 
furnished and sent out by. the company 


and the few farmers in the region were — 


asked to take a whirl at the thing. Sam- 
ples of fruit were sent to H. Woods, then 
“cantaloupe king” in Chicago, with the re- 
quest that he send an experienced man 
for cultural supervision. Mr. Woods was 
sufficiently enthused to detail Harry Gar- 
wood for the work. Back and forth among 
the growers Mr. Garwood went, on mule 
back when necessary, assisting and di, 
recting production. 
Later, in 1902, L D: Hale, a man 


tined to write his name in the industry's 


annals, took Mr. Garwood’s place. So wide 
spread has been Mr. Hale's influence from 
that day to this that recently, in Brawley, 
. a big celebration was made of the fact 
that this year represents his twenty-fifth 
anniversary in the cantaloupe game. 

400 persons sat down together to cele- 
brate the event and to hear of the enor- 
mous expansion of the industry. 


EARLY DIFFICULTIES 


Twenty-five years ago there was much to 
learn and there were many difficulties to 
be overcome. Ice had to be brought 
Indio to Thermal, the heaviest shipping 
point, and this was acomplished between 
regular trains on the main line by hand 
cars drawn by mules. The actual icing 
was done by hand. Melons at first were 
often shipped too ripe and usually had to 
be repacked in Chicago at a loss to the 
grower. Notwithstanding ali this, the 
growers were making money when, in 1902, 
Tom Elliott, another.man prominent in 
cantaloupe history, took Mr, Campbell's 
place on the Wells Fargo staff. By 1903 an 
association had been formed and canta- 
loupes were marketed under the Mermaid

Coachella tribe, furnished the men. Yuma 
Indians were brought in when more men 
were needed, but Captain Jim retained his 
leadership. Only recently this same old 
Indian died with something like 103 years 
to his credit.

No other calling has so many things about can 
it that make it pleasant; it takes one out- 
doors at the season of the year when one 
likes best to be there; it gives one work 
at the proper time of day. When night 
comes, the bee is sure to go back to its 
home, just as all good people should— if it 
can get there. 

Every year great numbers of novices en- 
ter the bee business; some having only a 
swarm or two, some destined to become fig- 
ures of importance in the industry. To all

Also the time 
may come when you want to sell your hives, 
and standard-size hives are salable—any 
beekeeper can use them. 

Not only must hives and “supers” be 
standard size, but the frames that go in 
them must be standard. To date, nothing 
has been invented to beat the Longstreth 
frame. It meets all requirements. A handy 
man can make one, but he should be sure 
the dimensions are identical with those of 
the Longstreth type. 

Another tip for the novice is—Don’t try to 
use small strips of starters. Use full sheets 
of the best foundation you can get; have 
the frames well wired, using no smaller wire 
than number 28. Remember that the foun- 
dations must not be put in the frames un- 
less you are ready to use them; if 
they are placed there long before needed,

The av- 
erage number of melons for each crate is 
45 and that means pretty close to 250,000,000

For a business that runs into higher 
mathematics the cantaloupe industry in 
Imperial Valley is conducted in a calm 
enough fashion. The record peak day up to 
the time this was written was 650 cars. Let 
us visualize if we can, what that means. Im- 
agine 650 cars in one train. It would be 
six miles long. Each car would be carry- 
ing approximately 15,120 melons, and the 
entire train 9,828,000 melons. Originating 
in one day, that is something of.a shipping 
achievement. 


The marvel grows when one considers . 


the men, Mexicans now rather than Indians, 
who are needed to pick these millions of 
melons; the teams and trucks necessary to 
transport them; the enormous packing op- 
erations; the trains scattering the product 
all over the United States; the brains be-

It is a giant activity that has progressed 
by leaps and bounds. To assist distribu- 
tion, the Federal government maintains a 
branch of its Bureau of Markets and the 
growers themselves have united to stab- 
flize the f.0.b. cash market. Many com- 
panies operate as both shippers and grow- 
ers, and these must all have a corps of ex- 
perienced office men besides the actual field 
workers and packers. 

Months in advance the railroad begins its 
task of assembling sufficient cars, and 
miles of these empties are to be seen on ev- 
ery available siding. These reserve cars 
are scattered out as far as Arizona, ready 
to be drawn in when the demand comes. 
And just to complicate things, watermelons 
and tomatoes, as well as live stock, are 
largely coincident in time of shipping with 
the cantaloupes themselves, so that the 
ping problem is intensified to the limit at 
the ome time.

Late cantaloupes are plentiful this year 
since they proved very profitable last year 
and are much less expensive to grow, being 
planted without caps after frost is over. 
Honey Dews and a comparatively new mel- 
on, the Honey Ball, will be largely in evi- 
dence. The Imperial product about which 
people talk, however, is the early canta- 
loupe, in the production of which Califor- 
nia’s great “winter garden” can outrush 
every other locality. 

Growers stake wealth on this game. Sev- 
eral million dollars must be actually spent 
by -the entire growing world before any 

picking begins. One company this year is 
said to have advanced at least $400,000, and 
others $200,000 to $300,000. Some call the 
Imperial cantaloupe deal the “annual gam- 
ble,” but, season in and season out, over a 
now extended period of years, it has yield- 
ed enough in returns to cause its backers 
to “stand pat” and “kick through” in regu- 
lar fashion. 

This year the season has been unusually 
mild. Early shipments increased slowly, 
which meant that cantaloupes were staying 
on the vines longer before being picked. It 
has seemed, the shippers say, to add to the 
flavor, sweetness, and size of the melons and 
is is generally agreed that never before 
have better cants left Imperial Valley. The 
consumers have been pleased with them, 
and at the present writing 1927 bids fair to 
go down in cantaloupe history as a good 
year for the growers. The end of the sea- 
son, now approaching, will tell the story.

James Jordan, a rancher 
of the Yokohl Valley district in the foot- 
hills southeast of here, reports a volunteer 
barley crop that made forty bushels to 
the acre. He says, he found the ground 
too wet for cultivation at planting time, so 
he let it lie. 


FILLED UP AGAIN 

PORTERVILLE.—Following almost five 
years of light rainfall, during which some 
anxiety was expressed as to the ability of 
the untierground water supply to hold up, 
local ranchers report that this season, aft- 
er only one wet winter, their wells are 
back to within a few inches of the water 
levels taken ten or twelve years ago. in 
most of the rich sandy loam soil adjacent 
to Porterville, the use of a soil augur 
shows moisture very close to the surface 
of the ground. Many ranchers who are 
fortunate enough to own “gravity water,” 


by reason of their shares of stock in vari-~ 


ous ditch companies, have not used their 
pumping plants as yet this season. Where- 
ever possible, ranchers have allowed the 
ditch water to fill their sloughs and low 
lands, thereby helping to fill the under- 
ground basins for their own and neighbor- 


ing wells to pump out later in the season.. 


A VALUABLE SERPENT 


EL CENTRO.—A gopher snake may be 
simply a snake to some people, but it is 
one of the best eradicators of rodents in 
Imperial Valley, officials of the Imperial! Ir- 
rigation District believe, and M. J. Dowd, 
chief engineer, has been instructed to in- 
form all district field employees of the val- 
ue of these snakes in killing gophers and 
to warn them against harming the reptiles. 
He says that one gopher snake will kill 
many gophers in a year. Gophers are a 
menace to irrigation operations for they 
burrow into canal banks at the water level 
and cause t damage from the flooding 
of roads fields.

Controlling Floods 

EN hot weather settles over wide 

spaces of snowy mountains and when 
constant downpours of rain occur over 
great areas, one thing is certain—there is 
going to be a flood. The immediate prob- 
lem of flood control is not up to the forester 
or the farmer; it is something the engineer 
has to work out, with dikes and levees and 
check dams and the like. 

Nevertheless the forests and vabebvhes 
fields have a very important function to 
perform in the way of reducing runoff. Any- 
thing that will distribute the flow of swol- 
len streams, take up some of the surplus 
water and delay sudden flood conditions 
makes the engineer’s task that much light- 
er. 

Forests in the high hills are of particular 
value in this connection. Steep, bare hill- 
sides where the soil has been baked by the 
sun or frozen hard by cold are flood breed- 
ers. The samé hillsides covered with trees 
equalize temperatures, delay too rapid melt- 
ing, mellow the soil, mixing with it the hu- 
mus from falling leaves, and soak up like 
a sponge much of the water that otherwise 
would rush down into streams and help 
swell the rivers until they cannot be con- 
tained within their banks. Not to control, 
but to minimize, floods is the function of 
our forests. 

In a lesser degree, perhaps, but quite im- 
portant, is tilled land a flood deterrent. 
Hard soils shed rain; worked soils absorb

Where Plant Food Goes | 


ARMERS have been exhorted over plant 

food losses for lo, these many years. It 
has been explained to them over and over, 
that if their trees and plants keep taking food 
out, the supply will be exhausted unless 
something ig put back. But now. the United 
States Department of Agriculture informs 
us that the most careful husbanding of 
plant food is of no avail if we let the rains 
carry it away. Rain water is credited with 


costing the farmers of the United States. 


$200,000,000 a year. 

Floods rush down hillsides, gouge. out 
gullies and carry away not only plant food 
but the soil itself and distribute it afar. For 
every nickel lost by cropping, we are told 
a dollar is Jost by erosion. This agency 
shaves off the richest of the land, not al- 
ways in one flood, but also little by little. 

Scientists say that most of the waste 
land in the world today ‘was made so, not 
by continuous cropping, but by erosion. 
They believe that wide stretches of desert 
may once have supported great populations 
in comfort, but that the plant food and good- 
ly soil were carried off by the rains, noth- 
ing but barren rocks and unfertile sand be- 
ing left behind. As a result races have eith- 
er migrated or slowly starved to death, it 
is declared. 

No problem in agriculture is more diffi- 
cult of solution. It is most exasperating for 
the farmer, after he has preserved every 
particle of barnyard manure, grown cover 
crops and bought expensive commercial fer- 
tilizer, to learn that the absolutely essen- 
tial water he gets in his fields and orchards 


takes away valuable plant food. 


And what are we to do? A study of ero 
sion should be of value. It is the duty of 
community, county, State and nation to 
preserve the substance of life, but it is also 
the business of the individual. The plant- 
ing of trees and soil-holding plants has its 


influence in checking the draining process 


sapping the richness of earth. Proper ter- 
racing is an agency for saving plant food. 

We do not expect that erosion, which has 
been going on since rain first fell, will ruin 
everybody in another year, but it is a wast- 
ing agency which should be halted or de 
layed as much as possible.

VISTA.—Although John Webb made his 
first planting of strawberries here last Au- 
gust, he is a pioneer in the industry in the 
Vista Irrigation District. He has been so 
time that 
others are considering plantings and it is 
probable that before another year passes 
there will be over 100 acres set to straw- 
berries in the district. 

Mr. Webb set.out his first berries last 
August as an intercrop for his avocado 
trees, setting out two acres to the plants in 
that month and two acres more each month 
until December, when he planted four acres. 
He added steadily to his berry acreage un- 
til by April he had twenty acres. His first 
picking came about the middle of last De- 
cember, and the successive plantings have 
made for him an almost continuous crop. 

He shipped the ‘winter berries east, and 
at the peak of his market received as much 
as $12 for a crate of twenty boxes. Later 
shipments brought him in profitable returns, 
but May and June are not berry 
months, so he plans to have only enough 
ripen in these months to supply any near- 


by market which may develop. 


He has set 10,000 plants to the acre, leav- 
ing room fdr second plantings, as he figures 
that the life of the plant is about two years, 
by which time he will have the new plants 
coming on in good shape. After some ex- 
perimenting with varieties, he believes that 
Oregon, Klondike and Mastodon are 
well adapted to climatic conditions here.

ia.no end and will probably be no end until 
the millennium and the perfect avocado 
types for Southern California’s varying con- 
ditions come bursting simultaneously upon 
the world. There are those who simply 
can’t “see” either Mr. Rideout’s pet varie- 
ty or his pet theory of planting. It is quite 
apparent, however, that he isn’t worried 
about what the other fellow thinks. He is 
growing the kind of trees that save elbow 
room by shooting up into that unpre-empted 
and economical dimension of space known 
as the sky and growing them almost as 
thick as the proverbial hair on a dog’s back. 
He has three thousand of them on seven 
acres of steep hillside land and he says he 
is always at home to the skeptic. 
tionably, his terraced “hanging garden” is 
one of the sights of the Whittier district. 


Mr. Rideout was for many years a nur- 
seryman at Whittier. He was literally 
“frozen out” of that business on January 
13, 1913, when Jack Frost paid a rather 
memorable visit to the Southland. He lost 
30,000 nursery trees of various kinds, in- 
cluding hundreds of little avocado trees, 
Lyon, Ganter (which he had grown as a nur- 
sery seedling at his home,) Harmon 
and Northrup. He says he saved just 
three of the Lyons on which he 
had been banking so highly. Those Were 
from budwood secured from the original 
tree on the place of Miss A. M. Lyon at 
7276 Sunset Boulevard, Hollywood, and as 
this tree, too, was hard hit. by the same 
freeze, the perpetuation of the favored vari- 
ety represented some problem. It was a 
period in the Southland’s avocado history 
when every nurseryman was out - on a still

A. R. Rideout of Rideout Heights near this 
city. So far as is known, Mr. Rideout isn’t 
interested.in grass, but he seems bound and 
determined to revolutionize the avocado in- 
5 Sie dustry of Southern California by making a 
‘Whole flock of the “butter fruit” trees 
thrive and do their stuff where the more 
orthodox grower would plant out only a few. 
Land really suitable for avocados is too lim- 
ited in area and too valuable to be “wast- 
ed,” he says, and he holds that a lot of it 
is being wasted because growers insist on 
planting trees that spread out too much. 


This hobby of Mr. Rideout’s ig of long 
standing. He acquired it when he first en- 
countered the Lyon variety of avocado Bee 
ip in 1911 and.was impressed by that tree’s 

characteristic upright growing habit. A 

whole lot of such trees could be stuck in an 

acre, he reasoned, and from that day to this 
he has been the champien of this rather un- 
lovely up-and-down grower. Moreover, he 
has continuously sought out other varieties 
of similar hat-rack architecture and has pa- 
tiently experimented in seed planting, seek- 
ing new varieties to meet his requirements

AN ENDLESS QUEST 

In his experimental plot Mr. Rideout bas 
some three thousand seedlings coming 
along at all times, these ranging from six to 
eighteen months old. He plants far more 
seed of Lyon fruits than of any other kinds, 
but always has room for seed of promising 
varieties that show a similar growing habit, 
the. ever-sought small seed or other quali- 
ties considered desirable. He discards seed- 
lings by the hundreds, gambling on the - 
queer “throw-backs” and fresh results of 
such plantings and drawing innumerable 
“blanks,” but in five years he has devel- 
oped about a dozen kinds that appeal to 
him as having commercial value. These 
ripen at various times of the year. Of the 
named varieties that have come from his 
experimental plot Mr. Rideout is particu- 
larly proud of his Princess, Premier, Prince- 
ton, Perfection, Campbell, Hadley and Fuer- 
tamigo, as he calls his favored seven. 

He says he is working to produce from 
Lyon -seeds thin-skinned fruit growing on 
trees of upright growth that can be planted 
ten to twelve feet apart, three to four hun-

This year a gratifying number of figs set 
on the early crop though no cutting of the 
terminal buds was done, as is quite a prac- 
tice among those growers who make a busi- 
ness of producing early figs. These figs 
were of two varteties, the Black Mission 
and the Ronde Violette Hative. The latter 
is a very large, fleshy fig and stood up ver 
on packing. 

The figs were shipped to San Francisco 
in flats of five pounds each, which netted 
the shipper $2 a flat. Practically $5 a tree 
came in this unexpected manner from the 
first crop alone, and the trees are still serv- 
ing their purpose of providing beauty and 
shade 


Mr. Rideout now follows a plan in his ex- 
perimental work that he says he wishes he 
had started much earlier and which he rec- 
ommends as a means of saving time and 
eliminating waste effort in the growing of 
seedlings. When the little tree is two inch- 
2s high he pinches off the top and lets two 
shoots grow. When these are a little over 
half an inch in diameter he buds one of 
them to some variety he likes. When the 
-runk of the tree is an inch in diameter he 
girdles the seedling shoot, choosing July, Au- 
gust or September for this operation. The 
girdling brings the shoot into fruiting. If 
the fruit “looks good,” he saves the seed- 
ling shoot for further observation and pos- 
sible budwood; if not, this shoot comes off 


and he has a budded tree of a sort he wants 
to keep. 


‘Soil Survey Is Ready

These stallions weigh between 1050 and 
1175 pounds. Their get is light to medium 
weight ponies, which are in the greatest de- 
mand at the present time. Other types of 
horses, with the exception of draft animals 
which are always wanted, command no mar- 
ket. The breeders in the West recognize 
this and are adapting their breeding opera- 
tions accordingly. 

The service as it exists today came into 
being following the World War. Before this 


the horses for the Army were purchased 


under the direction of the quartermaster 
general by agents designated by him. The 
increasing use of motor-propelled vehi- 
cles and machines on the farm cut down the 
horse market, and interest in breeding lan- 
guished. The Bureau of Animal Husbandry 
of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture realized that the better classes of sad- 
die horses were disappearing from the 
farms and that the situation in the event of 
a new war crisis would be serious. 


e bureau secured an appropriation from 
Congress for the purchase of the right kind 
of stallions to be placed with selected farm- 
ers in the East. The quartermaster gen- 
eral agreed to have the colts from these 
sires inspected, and to purchase those that 
met army requirements when they had 
reached maturity. 

At the opening of the World War a re- 
mount service was hurriedly thrown togeth- 
er to buy horses for immediate use. Any- 
body who had a knowledge of horses and 
their ways was welcomed and put to work. 
The reports that came back to Washington, 
D. C., were discouraging. The type of horse 
the Army heeded seemed to be as scarce as 
hen’s teeth, so many -inferior animals had 
to be accepted. 

After the war was over, the field men of 
the remount service were called to a confer- 
ence and the result was the present organi- 
zation, formed in 1920. In 1920, 183 stal- 
lions were found available. By 1922, the 
number had increased to 247; in 1923, to 
285; in 1924, to 350 and in 1925, to 400. To- 
day the service has about 500 stallions, al- 


most one-fourth of these having been do- 


nated outright to the department by: indiv- 
uals and breeding associations who love 
good horses and recognize the importance 
of the work. About 280 of the stallions are 
in the hands of farmers and ranchmen to- 
day, and of these there are two American 
saddle stallions, twenty-seven Arabs, one 
Hackney, twenty-four Morgans, five Stand- 
ardbreds and 221 Thoroughbreds. 

From 1921 to 1925, over 40,000 mares were 
bred to remount stallions. It is estimated 
that not less than 16,000 mares were bred 
to them during the 1926 season. The foal 
production is estimated at 60 per cent, which 
would bring a colt crop of 9000 for 1926. 
With the animals valued conservatively at 
$175 each as four-year-olds, the approximate 
value of the remount breeding work last 
year was $1,500,000. Major Jones’s records 
show that rémount stallions in California 
have sired 375 colts in five years of an ap- 
proximate value of $170 each. 

“I do not believe that the real effect and 
value of remount breeding activities will be 
fully felt until years have passed from its 
inauguration,” declares the Major. “By 1930 
a large number of the horses produced will 
be in active service, in the agricultural, 
commercial and sporting

IMPORTANT PIG TEST 


In an effort to thoroughly test out the the- 
ory that inbreeding affects the size, consti- 
tution and fecundity of pigs, an experiment 
was started in 1923 by Prof. KE H. 
Hughes-of the animal husbandry divisidn. 
State College of Agriculture. This work will 
extend over a period of years, Prof. Hughes 
says. To date, the stock on test, which is 
pure-bred Berkshire, has not shown any loss 
of vitality; the size of the litters has not 
been reduced, and the uniformity of the pigs 
in the litter is noticeable, it is reported. The 
theory of inbreeding does not always work 
out to the detriment of the stock used, Prof. 
Hughes points out, citing the instance of 
rats which were inbred for fifty generations 
without loss of vigor or fecundity. Am ex- 
periment with pigs, conducted in 1846, re- 
sulted in the seventh generation falling to 
breed im many cases and the animals devel- 
oped idiocy.

All 
persons working for the dairy are required 
to submit to a physical examination month- 
ly. The feeding of the cows is under rigid 
supervision, and every animal milked has 
to be washed twice daily. The milk is not 
touched by human hands at any time. The 
sanitation of the entire place is maintained 
with the utmost care so that pasteuriza- 
tion is unnecessary. 

Much of the certified milk is consumed in 
hospitals and by patients for whom it is pre. 
scribed by physicians. What remains is re- 
tailed by a local dairy to supply customers 
who are willing to pay the difference for 
milk of that quality. There is not so much 
competition in the production of certified 
milk, Mr. Drinkwater finds, most dairies 
preferring smaller gross profits and less 
grief.

The car-lot movement of agricultural 
products originating in California during the 
calender year, 1926, was very heavy. This 
fact is shown anew in a report recently 
compiled by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, Los Angeles office. This tabula- 
tion when thecked over indicates that ship- 
ments of most California products last year 
exceeded shipments of olther of the two 
years previous. 

The total movement for 1924 from Call- 
fornia of the products listed was 223,114 
cars; for 1925, it was 242,107 
1926 it was 270,266 cars. The following 
products were moved in larger So. 
in 1926 than in*1925 or 1924: Apples, as 
paragus, dry beans, green beans, cabbage, 
carrots, celery, cherries, mixed citrus 
fruits. grapefruit, lemons, lettuce, miscel- 
laneous melons, onion peaches, 
pears, peas, oe plums and 
prunes, rutabagas and turnips, sweet po 
tatoes, tomatoes, mixed vegetables and wa- 
termelons. 

The shipping records for California per- 
ishable products the past year reveal inter- 
esting facts regarding the volume of carlot 
movement of various crops. The compara- 
tive volume of outstanding commodities is 
shown in the following tabulation which is 
arranged in the order of size and includes 
the major crops only: Grapes, 64,394 
Oranges, 46,986 cars; lettuce, 27,314 cars; 
peaches, 16,974 cars; lemons, 14,282 cars; 
cantaloupes, 23,919 cars. 


The period of heavy movement is a mat- 
ter of special interest in the marketing of 
those California crops which are of a per- 
ishable nature. All fruits and vegetables, 
‘mumbering over thirty different kinds, come 
om more rapidly during some one month 
than any other. The months of heaviest 
movement are given as follows for the year 
1926: apples, July; asparagus, March; cab 
bage, March; cantaleupes, May; carrots, 
December; cauliflower, February; celery, 
December; cherries, May; grapefruit, July, 
grapes, September; lemons, June; lettuce, 
March; onions, May; oranges, April; peach-

June. 

Among the productive counties of South- 
ern California each one piace in 
7026 in the shipment of at least one kind of 
fruit or vegetable. Imperial shipped the 
largest number of cars of asparagus, canta- 
loupes, grapefruit, lettuce, - watermelons, 
and peas of any county in the southern por- 
tion of the State. Ventura county shipped 
the most dried beans and lemons. Orange 
county shipped the most oranges and to- 
matoes. San Bernardino county originated 
the most grapes and peaches. Riverside 
county sent out the most onions. Los Ange- 
les county stood first in the shipping of cab- 
carrots, cauliflower, celery, mixed veg- 
etables, pears ue potatoes.
